Suhject:  Overtime 


There  is  transmitted  herewith  a  copy  of  Henorandum.  for  Chiefs  of 
Ad-ministrations,  Eurea,iis  and  Offices  P-318  issued  hy  the  Director  of 
Personnel  under  date  of  Pehruary  25,  1943, 

The  suhject  matter  discussed  in  the  sulDmission  to  the  Comptroller 
General  referred  to  in  the  Director's  memorand^JJn  involved  persons 
eniployed  in  the  field  service  of  the  Department  as  laborers,  mechanics 
fire  fighters,  etc.  who  are  paid  salaries  corresponding  to  loca2 
wa,ge  ra.tes  wliich  a.re  not  fixed  in  accordance  with  procedures  of 
administrative  imge  hoards.    There  are  only  a  few  such  persons  em- 
ployed in  this  Administration  in  these  exeirpt  positions. 

The  Coiqptroller  General's  decision  does  not  in  any  way  refer  to  co- 
operatively controlled  agents.    These  cooperatively  controlled 
agents  are  not  eligihle  for  overtime  conipensation  or  the  ten  percent 
additional  compensation  in  lieu  of  overtim-e.

T/hose  Positions  are  not  Classified 

Attention  is  invited  to  decision  of  the  Comptroller  Gener.nl  (B-o22S3), 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture ,  dated  February  13,  1945,    In  its 
letter  to  the  Comptroller  General  the  Department  rut  the  follovd-ng 
question: 

"Specific ally,  may  the  Department  of  Agriculture  extend  the 
benefits  of  Public  Lav.'  821,  77th  Congress,   approved  December 
22,  1942,  to  those  of  its  employees  who  occupy  positions 
that  are  exempt  from  the  compensation  schedules  of  the  Classi- 
fication Act  of  1925,  as  sncnded,   and  from  Classification 
under  Executive  Order  No.  6746,  dated  June  21,  1954?" 

The  Comptroller  General  stated  in  reply: 

"Accordingly,  the  question  contained  in  the  last  st.ntence  of 
year  letter  is  ans'^crcd  in  the  affirmative," 

Officials  of  the  various  ddirdnisfcrations,  bureaus,   and  offices  who  hsvc 
not  heretofore  done  so  shall  accordingly  take  iinriodiatc  steps  to  grant 
overtime  pay  or  an  additional  10^  in  lieu  of  overtime  pay  to  employees 
who  occupy  positions  that  are  not  classified  and  vrho  are  other-zd-se 
eligible,  in  accordance  with  the  pro\T.sions  of  Personnel  Circular  No, 
130,  drted  January  14,  1943.    It  vdll  be  noted  that  the  effective  date 
for  granting  such  additional  compensation  is  December  1,  1942.
